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POETRY. 
By STUART B. STONE. 


OETRY is the medium of expression of the 
longings, hopes, aspirations, creeds, theo- 
ries, and forebodings of young men with long 
hair, spiritual countenances, and empty purses, 
who know just what is the matter with the world, 
UA but can’t say it without employing such words as wot, 
trow, e’en, e’er, and enow. Poetry may be readily 
recognized because of the lines beginning with capital 
letters and ending with words that rhyme; as, love and move, 
and wind and blind. When poetry does not rhyme it is called 
blank verse, and is all that it is called. 

The province of poesy is universal, but the muse runs 
mainly to advice, adulation, stimulation, and interrogation. 
The poem of advice is a long-established favorite, and a genius 
who wears a No. 5} hat and worries about the rent will cheer- 
fully extend counsel and direction to nature, the gods, the beef 
trust, and the speaker of the House of Representatives. The 
poem of adulation usually begins, ‘‘ Oh, Helen, thy eyebrow!’’ 
and ripples on into what would constitute grounds for a first- 
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class breach-of-promise suit if uttered in workaday, pass-the- 
butter prose. The poem of stimulation is a well-meant effort 
to spur men other than poets to strike hard or do something or 
press on. The poem of interrogation is very popular. Just 
now we are enjoying the Augustian period of the limerick. 

Poets are born—not flitting down Pegasus-borne from 
heaven, as the sublimity of their soaring strains would suggest. 

It requires nerve to be a poet. For instance, a bard will 
take an unpaid dun from the butcher and write upon the back 
an exquisitely scornful lay of banks and bullion, beginning, 
‘* What care I for your hoards o’ filthy gold?’’ Or he will sit 
by the grate, with the snow unshoveled from the front walk, 
and indite an ode, commencing, ‘‘ Oh, dig and delve, ye brawny 
minions of the soil!’’ : 

Poetry is a drug in the literary market, because of the 
fact that the American business man likes to understand what 
he is reading; but a vilanelle or a quatrain is very convenient 
to fill in between the last problematic sentence of Mrs. Hum- 
phry Ward and the Caslon ornament at the bottom of the page.

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THE DECAY OF POETRY. 


HE CYNIC said 
recently that the 
decay of poetry 
was due to the 
fact that so much 
of the verse of to- 
day was rotten. 
These words are 
most unkind to 
the poet — espe- 
» cially to the 
* spring poet. Yvot 
Oliver Wendell 
Holmes expressed 
himself, in ‘‘ The 
Autocrat of the Breakfast Table,’’ as 
follows: 
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**Is a young man in the habit of writ- 
ing verses? Then the presumption is 
that he is an inferior person. For, look 
you, there are at least nine chances in 
ten that he writes poor verses. Now, 
the habit of chewing on rhymes without 
sense and soul to match them is, like that 
of using any other narcotic, at once a 
proof of feebleness and a debilitating 
agent. A young man can get rid of the 
presumption against him afforded by his 
writing verses only by convincing us 
that they are verses worth writing.”’ 

The day has long gone by when a man 
could write a poem ‘‘ To the 
Woman witha Big Hat Who 
Sat in Front of Me at the 
Theater,’’ and expect to 
have his effusion published. 
The demand for “verses 
worth the writing’’ was 
never so great as now—es- 
pecially is this true of the 
verses with a humorous turn. 
On the other hand, the sup- 
ply of verses in which themes 
and jokes, long on the pension 
list, are rehashed was never 
so large as now. 


JUDGE 
LAUGH MORE. 
HERE isan old saying that 
runs something like this— 
if JuDGE’s memory be not at 
fault: 
Care in our coffin drives nails, 
no doubt; 
But mirth, with merry fingers, 
plucks them out. 

The only trouble with this 
couplet is that people have not 
taken it seriously. JUDGE does 
not generaily turn to the medi- 
cal publications for subject 
matter for his editorials, but 
‘* His Honor’’ was recently much inter- 
ested in an article in the Medical Jour- 
nal, of Columbus, on the subject, 
‘*Humor as a Remedy.’’ According to 
this article, the sense of humor is a 
mental disinfectant. Any one who 
laughs frequently cannot get the blues or 
acquire neurasthenia. Emphasis is laid 
upon the fact that one must laugh sin- 
cerely. Mere tittering—or the foolish 
giggling of the schoolgirl—is of no prac- 
tical use. 

Here is what the genuine laugh does: 
‘‘ It throws the diaphragm into healthful 
contractions, shaking the liver and the 
spleen on either side, massaging the 
stomach and bowels, titillating the lungs 
and heart, clarifying the brain, and send- 
ing fresh currents of blood through the 
cerebral mass—that is a laugh that is 
more potent than nervines and has greater 
medicinal value than all the tonics in the 
world.’’ 

One does not have to laugh out loud to 
get some of these beneficial effects. The 
smile—if it is a real one—is conducive 
to health and is a preventive of disease. 
Of course the full dose is the hearty 
laugh. Especially should one laugh at 
his or her failures. 

The following prescription is given by 
the Medical Journal : ‘‘ Cultivate humor. 
It is one of the greatest blessings to your- 
self. A humorous story will often do 
more good than a sermon or a lecture. 
Remember every good joke you hear. 
Never tell an obscene story. Never make 
fun of sexual matters or domestic in- 
felicities. These are not funny; they 
are tragedies. They are solemn.”’

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Other advice offered by the Medical 








Journal is to ‘‘ remember the sayings of 
children, who often surprise us with their 
insight.’’ In this decision JupGE fully 
concurs. In fact, ‘‘ His Honor’’ is of the 
opinion that much of the best humor of 
the day comes not from the professional 
jokesmith, but from the children. As a 
rule, the unconscious humor is always 
the better brand. 

To quote, in conclusion, from the Medi- 
cal Journal: ‘‘ Humor has cured a great 
many sick people. Humor has added 
strength and vitality where drugs and 
sanitariums have failed. Cultivate it.’’
